PLEASE DON’T EAT 
THE ROSES 
Dear Editors: 

The beginning of the rose season brings 
an annual problem to many of us who love 
flowers and cats. Cut flowers, particularly 
roses, and housecats just don’t mix. Cats 
will usually pull apart bouquets—bite and 
sometimes chew the blooms completely 
from the stems if not watched. 

Last year I found I could protect my 
arrangements by simply adding to them 
sprays of the aromatic, bitter-scented 
herbs. Fortunately these herbs have a dec- 
orative, lace-like foliage that combines 
attractively with the colors and smooth 
texture of roses. Try the gray green ar- 
temisias, such as Artemisia silver king, 
Artemisia absinthium, or the shorter, 
grayer and even more delicately cut 
leaves of Roman wormwood. Long sprays 
of rue, ordinary sage or even tansy (both 
Tanacetum vulgare and its variant, cris- 
pum) should prove effective. Dill and 
caraway can be used like asparagus fern. 
Stalks of horehound work in well with 
low arrangements. 

We have noticed that although our two 
cats will go quickly as usual to a freshly 
filled vase, on catching the herb scent, 
they will sniff, circle, and then turn away 
and leave the flowers undisturbed.

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HOW TO STOP A CAT FIGHT 


by Ellen Knudsen 


After much deliberation over conflict- 
ing advice, I finally decided not to have 
my male kitten altered, little dreaming of 
the inevitable battles of the back fence 
that would follow. If, for whatever rea- 
son, you made the same choice I did, here 
are a few tips that may help you to pro- 
tect your pet during that 
situation known as a cat fight. 

These suggestions are primarily for the 
benefit of the outdoor cat, that street- 
strutting, bird-bullying, fence-defending 
extrovert who is most likely to find him- 
self embroiled in feline conflict. 

The ideal way to stop a cat fight is to 
nip it before it gets a chance to really 
begin. For instance, when my cat, Posey, 
is inside, peacefully minding his own 
business, and he suddenly becomes rest- 
less and begins to sniff under the door, I 
know he is being challenged from outside 

When I first became aware of this situ- 
ation I tried to avert an encounter by 
simply refusing to let Posey outside, but 
once a cat gets the scent and begins to 
bristle, it is impossible to ignore his de- 
mand for exit. I knew I had to try some- 


distressing 


thing more indirect. I sprayed a household 
air freshener with a strong floral scent 
around the door, beneath it, and through- 
out the room. This confused, perhaps 
even obliterated entirely, the scent of the 
cat outside. I also found it helpful to turn 
up the radio when the challenger was a 
serenader as well. With the distraction of 
scent and sound, Posey usually forgets 
about the whole thing and goes back to 
teasing his catnip ball. I chose floral 
scent because Posey, like Ferdinand the 
bull, loves the smell of flowers. However, 
any other definite fragrance such as spice 
or evergreen will do just as well. 

It is not such an easy matter when a 
piercing yowl in the night brings you up 
from your pillow with the realization 
that your little pet is out there all alone 
with a tom twice his size. You have 
learned from experience that the situa- 
tion calls for more than merely shooing 
the other cat away. You must do it in 
such a manner that your cat can “save 
face,” otherwise he will be prompted by 


his cat honor to give chase despite the 
overwhelming odds. 

What to do? Grab a flashlight. Focus 
the beam directly in the eyes of the of- 
fending cat and hold it there. When your 
cat realizes the vision of the other is im- 
paired so he cannot see what is going on, 
very likely your pet will be more than 
happy to quietly slink home and curl up 
peacefully in his basket. 

The most potent weapon I have found 
against daylight attacks is water. If the 
hose happens to be connected at the 
moment, the problem is already solved. A 
good swift stream of water will disperse 
any cat twosome or threesome without 
further argument. 

At times when the hose was not handy 
I tried the water treatment with a sauce- 
pan but found my aim was invariably bad. 
More often than not I would splash my 
own cat and give the attacker additional 
advantage. Then, luckily, I saw the 
answer to that problem on the shelf at 
the supermarket. Among the children’s 
toys I found a neat little water pistol that 
shoots a fine stream for a distance of six 
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to ten feet, according to how hard I pull 
the trigger. I keep it “loaded” and near 
the door at all times. When an unfriendly 
tom gets Posey cornered it is easy to 
squirt the right cat and send him dis- 
gruntled on his way. The pistol enables 
me to get close enough for good aim and 
still keep far enough away to protect 
myself. 

This matter of protecting oneself comes 
as a surprise and shock to some people 
who never dreamed their own pets would 
scratch them. A friend of mine tried to 
reach into a rolling snarling whirl of fur 
to reclaim her kitty. She still has a long, 
angry scratch on her arm through failing 
to realize that a fighting feline makes few 
distinctions between persons or cats and 
cannot be safely picked up until he is 
calmed. 

If you feel it necessary to pick up your 
pet right away, do take the precaution of 
immobilizing him by throwing a light 
coat or a towel over him and wrapping 


. 
his paws inside. This, I believe, is kinder 
than to take him by the scruff of his neck, 
and he will become calm more quickly if 
treated tenderly. 

Of course, there is the age-old method 
of stopping a cat fight by throwing an old 
shoe into the fray, but such tactics have 
a drawback. The other cat has a loving 
master or mistress, too, and strained re- 
lations with neighbors could result if peace 
measures suggest the slightest possible 
injury to the attacker. The suggestions I 
have made are neighbor-proof and have, 
at times, even brought forth their coop- 
eration. 

The main thing to remember in stopping 
a cat fight is the basic cat psychology 
that all felines are extremely proud and 
dignified. If you can bring your cat off 
the battlefield sure in the conviction that 
he is undisputed king of the back fence, 
he will reward your intervention with 
magnanimous affection—and the number 
of his scratches and battle scars will be 
greatly reduced!

footed family sensed Something Was 
Going On before the very first case was 
loaded.

The skin gets scaly first, and then our cat simply tears the 
hair out.

It may be caused by the hair becoming matted close to the 
skin and setting up a local irritation. Regular grooming may 
help to relieve this or, if it is due to dermatitis, treatment with 
a lime-sulfur preparation may help.

Blues’ stopping up and not being able to urinate. We have had 
them opened a number of times and are giving them what we 
believe to be Urasell. Is there anything else that can be done to 
correct this permanently? It seems to be a mucous stoppage 
rather than stones. We lost one male due to uremic poisoning.

PART II: The Blood 


Two fluids very similar in composition 
—the blood and the lymph—are found 
within the body of the cat. At this time 
we shall discuss the blood, leaving the 
lymph for a later article. 

The simplest and easiest means of trans- 
porting something is by water and since 
the blood is about eighty per cent water 
we can readily see that it has been de- 
signed to serve as the means of carrying 
the essential nutrients, oxygen and other 
materials to all the cells of the body. 
These substances, in the form of very tiny 
particles, are easily suspended in water 
so that it is possible for them to get to 
the cells. And, after the metabolism at 
the cells has taken place the blood carries 
the waste products away to the lungs 
where the carbon dioxide is removed and 
goes to the urinary system where urea 
and other wastes are cleansed from the 
blood. 

Two important bodies carried in the 
blood stream are the red corpuscles and 
the white corpuscles, each having a par- 
ticular duty to perform in the general 
health of the cat. This article will try to 
bring to you the importance of the blood 
and endeavor to explain what duties it is 
called upon to perform. 


PLASMA 


Chief among the several substances 
making up the blood is plasma. This is a 
heavy, clear liquid quite similar in ap- 
pearance to the white of egg. Within this 
liquid, which is largely water, are sus- 
pended such nutrients as proteins in the 
form of serum albumin, serum globulin 
and fibrinogen ; carbohydrates in the form 
of dextrose, a variety of sugar obtained 
from starches; fats in the form of tiny 
droplets; minerals—of which sodium 
chloride (common salt) and calcium are 
the most abundant; vitamins; hormones; 
and other glandular secretions. The 
plasma travels through the body within 
closed tubes (arteries and veins) and 
does not escape except when these tubes 
have been pierced or severed. In cases 
where a dangerous amount of blood has 
been lost or in severe sicknesses, blood 
plasma can be artificially introduced into 
the system. Many of you have visited 
hospitals and observed the bottles hanging 
above patients and slowly being fed 
through the veins. This can also be ac- 
complished with cats, and is a necessity at 
times of severe dehydration or blood loss. 
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CIRCULATORY SYSTEM 


RED CORPUSCLES 

Red corpuscles are called cells but they 
are not complete cells such as others in 
the body, for they do not contain nuclei. 
The red corpuscles as produced within 
the bone marrow have nuclei, but these 
are separated from the cells before they 
join the blood stream. It is thought that 
these displaced nuclei are the blood plate- 
lets as seen in the blood. 

The red corpuscles’ protoplasm is called 
stroma and it contains the red protein 
known as hemoglobin. The red corpuscles 
look something like candy “Life Savers” 
with the hole filled in. They are round 
and very, very thin, permitting them to 
travel through the smallest capillaries. 
They are so tiny that as many as five 
million can be found in a single little 
drop of blood. 

The main purpose of the red corpuscles 
is to carry oxygen and because they are 
so thin they can very easily gather it in 
at the lungs and discharge it at the cells. 
When they contain oxygen they are bright 
red, but when carrying carbon dioxide, 
which is the waste of the cells, they turn 
a dark red. You can readily distinguish 
the difference by noticing the brightness 
of the arteries which carry fresh blood 
and the blueness of the veins which carry 
the blood containing wastes. 

Red corpuscles are manufactured in 
great quantities, for they deteriorate rap- 
idly. It is thought that in one month all 
red corpuscles have been replaced with 
new ones. The task of disposing of the 
used corpuscles is one of the duties of the 
liver and the spleen. 


WHITE CORPUSCLES 


The white corpuscles, or leucocytes, as 
they are also known, are living cells con- 
taining one or more nuclei and for this 
reason are capable of reproducing them-

selves. The greatest multiplication occurs 
in the lymphatic glands and the spleen 
where conditions appear to be ideal for 
their production. Although there are about 
five hundred red corpuscles to every 
white corpuscle the latter are larger. They 
are able to move about under their own 
power and have the ability to change 
their shape which permits them to pene- 
trate the walls of the arteries and capil- 
laries so that they can and do travel about 
through the intercellular spaces. 
They can be termed the defensive sol- 
diers of the system, for it is their duty to 
engage in mortal combat with their natural 
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OF THE CAT 


enemies, the disease germs. 

When such germs or other foreign 
bodies enter the system these soldiers are 
quickly dispatched to the trouble spots 
and by building a protective wall or en- 
gulfing the germs they destroy them. 
Should diseases such as IFE or IF P—In- 
fectious Feline Enteritis and Pneumoni- 
tis—gain the upper hand, the white cor- 
puscles are used up too rapidly with few 
remaining to continue the battle, and the 
death of the cat will result for there are 
no forces left to fight against the disease. 

Germs live off the nutrients and some- 
times the cells themselves but the most 
danger to the cat comes from the toxins 
which they give off, probably as waste. 

If the white corpuscles are successful 
in their battle they prevent the germs 
from obtaining food and thus starve them 
to death. 

In the case of virus diseases we have 
vaccines which help the corpuscles fight 
off the virus, but since the corpuscles may 
have been greatly depleted they may per- 
mit a secondary bacterial infection to take 
hold. Here is where the importance of 
antibiotics comes into play. Since the anti- 
biotics are very effective against bacteria 
they help control the germs until the 
white corpuscles can again become nu- 
merous enough to rid the system of them. 
One cannot minimize the importance of 
the white corpuscles in maintaining a 
healthy cat.

The blood also acts as the heating sys- 
tem of the body. It carries its warmth to 
all extremities such as the feet, the tail, 
the nose, the ears and other parts. With- 
out the continued circulation of the blood 
these extremities would grow cold. 

WATER 

We know that every part of the body 
must have a continuous supply of water 
and because the blood contains such a 
large percentage it is able to release 
some to any part of the body that needs 
it. If water were not so abundant in it, 
the blood would become thicker and more 
difficult to move about and eventually 
would form into a solid. If the intake of 
water by the cat were limited it would 
result in dehydration and death. There 
are diseases which can cause the blood to 
become very thin and some which can 
cause it to thicken and clot. 


COAGULATION 


In the discussion far, we have 
learned how necessary it is that the blood 
remain in a fluid state inside the body, 
but this fluid blood is also capable of 
coagulating or quickly drying up. This is 
extremely important, for in cases of cuts 
or injury it must be able to clot, thereby 
plugging any resultant opening to prevent 
the escape of the blood from the system. 

Let’s suppose a cat has received a scratch 
or a Cut in its skin. We notice that at first 


so 


the blood flows freely but then begins to 
slow down and a clot forms, closing the 
wound and preventing any further escape 
of the blood. This action is caused by the 
substance called fibrinogen, made up of 
very thin fibrin threads. While they are 
suspended in the blood they remain in a 
semi-fluid state, but.as soon as these 
threads come in contact with air they 
dry up, forming what, in a microscope, 
would look like matted hair. As they dry 
they contract, and in so doing squeeze the 
water from the corpuscles. Then these 
dried materials build up and cover the 
opening. Chemically speaking, there is 
more to it than that: these fibrin threads 
are acted upon by various chemicals, es- 
pecially calcium, to bring about their 
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complete action. If the larger arteries or 
veins are cut, the pressure of the blood 
will prevent clotting and you must resort 
to tourniquets or bandages to help stop 
the flow of blood. 

In conclusion it may be well to again 
point out the importance of a balanced 
diet, plenty of fresh air and a goodly 
supply of clean fresh drinking water. 
Keep in mind that the blood can also 
carry diseases and toxins from infections, 
and that it can develop anemia. There- 
fore, it is wise to keep the blood as 
healthy as possible for it will result in a 
strong, healthy cat. 

Next month we shall continue the dis- 
cussion of the Circulatory System, bring- 
ing information on the heart.

Faneiers Forum 


UNITY? IT’S UP TO YOU 


In several recent issues of CATS Magazine 
have appeared communications from fanciers de- 
ploring the continuing existence of the present 
five registering bodies, generally referred to as 
“the associations.”” The last correspondent, Fred- 
erick W. Bollinger, May, 1959, expresses the 
general dissatisfaction succinctly and requests 
specific reasons for the justification of the pres- 
ent order. Mr. Bollinger, and his fellow protes- 
tants, deserve an answer to their queries and 
perhaps the heads of other associations will like 
wise feel compelled to state the case for their 
organizations. The writer, naturally, cannot speak 
for them; as a matter of fact, he cannot truly 
speak for his own organization, but only for him 
self as an active, participating member of the 
Fancy. 

Before attempting to reply to the questions 
raised, perhaps it might be in order to briefly 
examine the history of the fancier organizations 
in order to better approach the problems that 
face the groups whose multiplication is now being 
deplored. 

In the beginning, of course, there was one 
For reasons which cannot be elaborated here, a 
group separated from the first to form another. 
From this body, from the original organization 
and from both, other dissident parties removed 
themselves to form their own self-governing 
groups until the present number of five inde- 
pendent associations were competing for mem- 
bers and followers. Now the unique aspect of this 
division was that each new group formed an or- 
ganization not too greatly different from that of 
its parent. It is true that there were some diver- 
gencies, very likely reflecting one or more of the 
reasons for the separation, but, in the essential 
details, all were identical. Each established regis- 
tries, formulated show rules and standards, and 
established methods whereby fanciers could enter 
their animals in competition for honors. 

A critical examination of the standards and 
the requirements for registration reveals that all 
of the associations are presently employing prac- 
tically identical criteria in their judging and in 
their registration. In the matter of show rules, 
with but a few minor technical exceptions, all 
utilize the same procedure in advancing an ex- 
hibit through the intricacies of a show. Some 
associations employ judges of others with no 
apparent problems encountered. And it is not 
unheard of for a judge to change affiliation with- 
out markedly altering his known judging tech- 
niques and preferences. 

Thereupon arises a question. If in the fore- 
going features the associations are indistinguish- 
able, wherein lie the differences? It is the writer’s 
belief that the passage of time and the demands 
of the exhibiting fanciers have gradually elimi- 
nated the more obvious dissimilarities. Organiza- 
tionally there are some differences extant, but 
they, too, are of a technical sort. It must be 
borne in mind that each association is, in fact, 
a business entity of the type designated as non- 
profit. All but one are corporate structures; all 
are governed by Boards of Directors and man- 
aged by some individual selected either by the 
membership or by the governing board. Each 
association depends upon the voluntary affiliation 
of its member clubs for its existence; for with 
out clubs, there would be no shows; without 
shows there would be little necessity for regis- 
tration with that particular organization and 
hence, no revenue. 

In the accepted order of business management, 
for profit or otherwise, the executive; i.e. the 
board of directors and general management, of 
an organization are elected to constantly further 
the interests of that body. Not to undermine its 
security nor to employ their talents other than 
for its continuing advancement. Although it may 
be completely aware of the practical or economic 
desirability of merger with other similar organi 
zations, management, on its own initiative, is 
powerless to do anything tangible to further this 
end. The organization is theirs only in trust for 
the membership, which we have noted are volun- 
tary affiliates whose sovereignty cannot be bar- 
gained away. Truly the management might pre- 


sent the case for unification or merger to the 
membership for its consideration. This is done 
in commercial and financial circles with increas- 
ing frequency. We observe daily the conferences 
that lead to all manner of mergers and consoli- 
dations . labor unions, school and political 
districts, ecclesiastical bodies, business concerns 
and financial institutions. However, before any 
management would feel itself justified in propos- 
ing such a program to its electorate, be they 
stockholders, communicants, or member clubs it 
must, of necessity, have some assurance that the 
other parties to the proposed union were also 
like-minded and, additionally, that its own people 
were desirous of the change. 

It is the writer’s opinion that no board of di- 
rectors nor executive body would . . . or could 

. . long ignore a persistent demand from its 
membership that definite steps toward unifica- 
tion be instituted. It is his further belief that no 
officer is so wed to his office that he wouldn't 
gladly bend all of his efforts toward the further- 
ing of the interests of the Fancy. If the people 
comprising this fancy express the desire for uni- 
fication it follows that each office holder would 
willingly work toward this end even knowing 
that so doing would eventually eliminate his 
office and end his incumbency therein. 

So, for Mr. Bollinger and others of like mind 
the course seems definite and clear. If they can 
demonstrate the desirability of unification to the 
clubs of which they are members, those same 
clubs, will in their turn make known these de- 
sires to the associations. It thus becomes the 
business of everyone who believes as does Mr. 
Bollinger to bend their efforts to this end. A 
convinced and determined majority cannot fail 
to impress its will upon any association. Union 
can only derive from popular demand. Regardless 
of name, each association is the property of its 
members and dedicated to their service; so if 
union is wanted by a sufficient number of fan- 
ciers, union they shall have. Nothing is prevent- 
ing them but themselves.

“Frosts,” “Lilacs,” or Both? 
by Lynne Vanderpoel 


PART II 


It may be of interest to discuss some of 
the breeding methods to develop, and improve 
Frosts and Lilacs. It goes without saying that 
the quickest and most foolproof method is to 
start with a good Frost, or better yet a good 
pair of Frosts—some that embody the best in 
good Siamese type, and having no serious struc- 
tural or color faults (which would be aug- 
mented by the program of close breeding). It 
will be necessary to know to the very smallest 
detail the exact color, and type of all of the 
ancestors of these basic cats, since they will 
form the base of your breeding program. What 
you can reasonably expect from each (or both 
of them) when bred to the other Siamese 
colors. What faults to avoid breeding into 
your frosts. What good features to “fix’’ in 
your line. 

Looking at their pedigrees you should be 
able to know why a certain Frost tends to 
darken with age, (a bit too much Seal in the 
line, brought in to improve eye color perhaps). 
Why a kink seems to be an ineradicable part 
of some bloodlines—even some with the top 
most wins in the history of the Fancy. 

Seeing all these things it is clear that your 
breeding must be guided by what you want to 
get, and what you want to avoid! Your results 
may not be apparent for at least two genera- 
tions. As in one breeding here in which I used 
a strong Frost sire with a Blue Point female 
who has pink pads. I was just SURE I had 
the Frost line set up on the first litter, and 
since the female has very fine body type and

stock from other catteries); and they 
encourage the novice. If a breeder dis- 
covers a new diet supplement or kitten 
formula, he tells others rather than keep- 
ing it a jealously guarded secret. 

Cat lovers cooperate and try to help 
each other, all cats, and the Fancy. They 
usually don’t break rules . . . change coat 
color of a cat, forge a pedigree. Because 
a pedigree isn’t as important as a good- 
looking, good-loving cat, people have a 
different attitude toward them. Proud, 
yes, but prouder of the resultant warm, 
furry, purring animal. They don’t break 
the rules, because they love cats and are 
interested in bettering individual breeds 
as well as working for the benefit of all 
catdom. 

The breeder of cats loves his cats, other- 
wise why should he bother? There’s little 
money in breeding and showing. 

Why do cat lovers help the novice? 
Because they are nice people! Because 
they welcome competition in the sport of 
showing. 

One of the biggest breeders in the East 
helped me in the beginning. She told me 
about a lot of things . . . rubber curry 
comb for grooming—cage drapes—show 
procedures—feeding—boarding—a _ thou- 
sand-and-one things that I couldn’t have 
found out elsewhere until perhaps too late. 

I have visited a lot of catteries, and 
have always received a cordial welcome. 
I have made a few good friends, and many 
acquaintances. Why do I visit? Because 
these people were interested in cats, and 
in other cat lovers, and in exchanging 
ideas. I have visited with breeders of 
almost all breeds. I have talked “cat-talk” 
with future champions curled on my lap 
... Or racing up my chair. I have cuddled 
the “Greats” of a few years hence. 

Of course, there are a few people who 
break the rules, who sell poor pet stock 
as “show type”, who cheat on pedigrees, 
who try to dye coat color, who run down 
judges and others’ cats . . . but these peo- 
ple are in the minority and they don’t last 
long. 

Why am I proud to be a member of the 
Cat Fancy? Because it’s people are “folks”, 
not cut-throat politicians !

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eye color I had high hopes. However, all six 
kits were blues! Fine type it is true, and the 
eye color one does not often see in Blues, let 
alone the dilute colors, These Blue progeny have 
been bred to all of the Siamese colors of other 
blood lines (or on occasion the same sire but 
a different dam), and in every case I obtained 
a preponderance of Frost kittens regardless of 
the color of the second parent. So, it is clear 
that often it takes a hidden role on the first 
generation from the first breeding, and the 
Frost dilution then comes out in a strong degree. 

Much credit must be given to the pioneers 
in recognizing and developing the dilute factor 

among them the Lamar, Kwan Yin, Bograe, 
Boren, Rosemar catteries for their successful 
efforts to stabilize the color in the dilutes and 
at the same time to improve the body and head 
type, and eye color. 

The majority of Frosts being shown today are 
good Siamese, and this is proved by the in- 
creasing numbers of Frosts and Lilacs who are 
in the finals at almost every show regardless 
of association. Such frost “Greats” as the 
exquisite Boren’s Little Lady Lilac, 1958 All- 
American, and a royal merit double grand 
champion, who today at four years of age still 
embodies the dainty type, fine color, and fine eye 
color that placed her at the pinnacle of cats of 
all breeds in her section last season, and at the 
top of the Frost class nationally. 

And for the male side, may we be pardoned 
for presenting Van Lyn’s Wongson, a royal 
merit double grand champion, who was the 
Inter-American Frost male, the All-Southern 
Frost male, and the second highest Siamese 
male of all colors, who has gone Best Cat or 
opposite on several occasions. His sister Van 
Lyn’s White Orchid, a double grand champion, 
also royal merit, has done considerable winning 
of top awards. 

This proves, I feel, that tremendous progress 
has been made in the short time this color class 
has been shown in the Fancy, as the wins are 
made not alone in their class, or breed, or even 
their division, but also over all cats of all 
breeds, and that is the supreme test. 

I do not mean to imply that nothing remains 
to be done . . . all of us who are breeding 
these lovely colors are dedicated to the con- 
tinued improvement in stabilizing the color, and 
improving the type, and none of us will be 
satisfied until we get “The Perfect Frost’! 

One of the major handicaps however, is the 
lack of uniformity in the appraisal of the Frosts 
and Lilacs. There are as many different con- 
ceptions of what Frost coloring is, and should 
be, as there are judges making the decisions. 
There are also many and varied interpretations 
of what body weight and size should be, whether 
or not a Frost should have eye color as deep 
as possible or the china blue of some standards, 
and so-on. There is even a wide range of dis- 
agreement as to which is the more valid criterion 
for making a final choice between several fine 
cats, type or color where the dilutes are con- 
cerned eye color, or even a factor like con- 
dition often takes precedence if the choice is 
a close one. 

As the King says. “It’s a Puzzlement’’! 
Most breeders of these colors say that they feel 
that some leeway should be given in judging 
color in these classes if the cats are mature, 
and that type should be given precedence over 
color, all other things being equal. If judges 
and the public in general had a better knowl- 
edge of the components (or to use a kitchen 
term, the ingredients in the Frost—Lilac recipe) 
involved in the breeding, they would recognize 
the fallacy of believing that a dead white coat 
with very pale points (in some cases almost 
non-existent) is the Sammum bonum for which 
all breeders must aim. It should be of value in 
this connection to know that these combina- 
tions which yielded Frosts and Lilacs here at 
Van Lyn were used, some several times, and 
over thirty litters were born here in the last 
year alone in our breeding program, with a 
possible total of one hundred litters over the 


four-year period. The various combinations 

follow : 

1. Frost x Frost (100% Frost litters) 

2. Frostx Blue [dam was half-Frost] (3-2 
ratio of Frosts to Blues) 

3. Frost x Chocolate (3-2 ratio of Frosts) 

4. Frost x Blue [dam was Blue x Seal mating] 
(All Blues, who threw Frosts mated to any 
other color) 

5. Frost x Seal [dam has strong Blue factor] 
(Frosts, Blues) 

6. Blue x Seal [sire had Chocolate dam, Blue 

sire; Seal had Blue sire, Chocolate dam] 

(Frosts, Chocolates, Blues) 

Blue x Seal [Blue had Frost sire, Blue dam, 

Seal had Blue sire, Chocolate dam] (Frosts, 

and Chocolates) 

8. Bluex Blue [sire was from a Blue sire, 
Chocolate dam, was from a Frost sire, Blue 
dam] (50% Frosts, 50% Blues) 

One “constant” factor, especially in the 
second year of my breeding, was the use of 
what turned out to be a prepotent Frost sire, 
Gr. Ch. Rosemar Wongse of Van Lyn. AIl- 
though the dilute factor is supposed to be 
recessive, Wongse dominated every breeding, 
and has never thrown a Seal, even with one, 
and at least half of every litter he has sired 
has been Frost, or thrown it strongly on the 
next generation. The fact that Wongse has a 
Frost sire, two Frost grandparents, and two 
Frost great grandparents has doubled his Frost 
inheritance to dominance. To increase this Frost 
strain in one’s line without at the same time 
vitiating the vitality of the stock, or losing 
type and eye color, is a challenge. We have 
never used any closer breeding than half-brother 
to half-sister, and only one mother x son breed- 
ing. 

We are now working on a small-body type 
of Lilac which comes from our tiny Chocolate 
queen (Quad Ch Van Lyn’s Delmarva Deb) 
who at four years of age weighs four pounds, 
and has the same pure white coat that she had 
as kitten. Her Frost and Chocolate kittens are 
all small, and we hope to fix both the per- 
manent white coat, and the dainty body type, 
by doing some breeding with kittens from her 
Chocolate niece “Pixie’’ who also is very small 
and throws dainty Lilac kittens. 

Our major accomplishment, breeding the first 
color bred Frost litter in the history of the 
Fancy, came when a third generation Frost 
male on his mother’s side, who had been sired 
by a fourth generation Frost on his sire’s side 
was mated with his mother. Those kittens were 
fine in every respect and we are anxious to 
see how they turn out as sires and dams. 

I do not know if the genuine and unshakable 
sweetness of temper which is so much a part 
of Our Very Special Boy Rosemar Wongse is 
characteristic of all Frosts, but I can attest 
to the fact that he passes it on to all of his 
children. None of my Frosts have ever quarrelled 
at home or at shows. The males live and travel 
together. They do not spray. They even “baby 
sit” for the litters they have sired! One of the 
most endearing and amusing scenes is the sight 
of Wongse with a row of his babies all “nurs- 
ing’ him while their “Mom” takes a lunch 
break! Every judge has commented on the ease 
with which Frosts can be handled. Maybe a 
little dilute gene in some of the fierce males we 
see at shows would be an effective tranquilizer! 

To return to our opening discussion. It will 
be interesting and helpful to know what the 
readers think on the proposal to divide the 
Lilacs and Frosts into two classes. Certainly we 
must find some ground for uniformity in order 
for our breeding to have direction and sound 
purpose.

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Volkswagen riding with a nine-month- 
o'd Burmese—name, Eloise—in April or 
May was hectic, but one gets used to a 
screaming cat on the shoulder, a howling 
feline under the brake pedal, cat making 
hundred-yard dashes from back to front 
seats or frantic washings of a quiet-for- 
a-minute cat on a lap. But now, add to 


this, temperatures of 98 degrees with 
windows closed. It is not ideal. Why 
doesn’t some cat-loving humanitarian 


dream up a nicely-priced, easy to handle, 
comfortable for cat and balm for owner, 
arrangement for summer riding with a re- 
fused-to-be-confined-in-small-carrier type 
cat. By the end of the month, I'll either 
be in favor of the seven-day work week, 
thereby doing away with week-end trav- 
eling or I’ll mortgage the old homestead 
to buy a station wagon that will house 
some sort of a cage. Of course, there is 
this—the moment you arrive at your 
destination, your monster turns back into 
a lamb and thanks you politely for bring- 
ing her and hopes she was no trouble. 

The Boston Herald did offer a semi- 
solution by reporting the case of one 
vacationing cat sans pain to fellow trav- 
elers 

Mrs. Degan of Lexington, Mass., kissed 
her four young-uns, said good bye to her 
housekeeper, picked up her suitcase and 
left the home to fly to Chicago with her 
husband. 

About supper time, the children 
started rounding up their four cats. The 
mother cat, Silly, and her two female 
kits came running, but Big Red was 
missing. f 

Questioned was Barbara, age four, who 
had been guilty of bagging Lady, one of 
the kittens, in the hamper but she denied 
any knowledge of this errant tom-kit. 

The frantic search was abandoned when 
a call from Dr. Degan in Chicago re- 
vealed that Big Red was with them. He 
had made the trip in the suitcase and was 
none the worse for the steerage trip. 
Happily, he didn’t get airsick. 

Another expert stowaway is the cat of 
George Gerry of Waterville, Maine. 
George took his pet for a plane ride and 
now regrets it exceedingly for this cat 
took to flying like most cats take to mice. 

Tom now sneaks aboard any plane, 
commercial or private and often is found 
after the plane is on its way to Bangor or 
Portland. 

Mr. Gerry invested in a collar with 
identification tag and every few days Tom 
is shipped back from one of these French 
leaves. 

The Daily Freight Record told of an- 
other AWOL tom. This big guy was 
noticed foraying on a Manhattan water- 
front pier. At the Save-A-Cat League 
shelter, where he eventually arrived, a 
collar was discovered with the name of a 
ship obliterated but with the port, Sid- 
ney, Australia clearly stamped.

He sailed out recently on the Finch- 
Edye line freighter, City of Bristol, 
bound for Bombay. 

From the Far East comes word from 
Maxwell Riddle, coloumnist for the 
Cleveland Press visiting in Thailand, the 
home of the Siamese cat. Since, as Mr. 
Riddle, writes, ancestors are sometimes 
non-existent in their ancestral homes, he 
decided to see if there were any Siamese 
cats still living in Siam. 

He arranged to meet Boonsong Phug- 
soondara, secretary of the Thai Pets As- 
sociation. 

“There are still a few Siamese cats 
here, but most are not purebred. Many 
are of the general Siamese type. The last 
purebred pair to be sent out of the coun- 
try was selected for export by the director 
of the Bangkok Dusit Park Zoo.” 

Whether the pair ever successfully pro- 
duced offspring abroad, he did not know. 
Neither did he know whether any cat 
registration body would accept them for 
registration. 

And _ registered or not—Dr. Robert 
Kirk, veterinary professor at Cornell Uni- 
versity, suggests that should your pet 
show symptoms of a head cold, you had 
best begin treatment. 

A cat with pneumonitis will act very 
much like a human with a head cold. It 
will sneeze, lose its appetite and drool. 
Pneumonitis itself, he says, is not overly 
dangerous, but if not treated may result 
in serious secondary infections. Dr. Kirk 
said that although it is contagious among 
cats, it cannot be transmitted to humans. 
It has been considered a summer ailment, 
but more and more cases have been noted 
throughout the entire year. Quite like the 
summer cold of humans, it is of long 
duration if not taken care of. 

At the Annual convention of the Okla- 
homa Veterinary Medical Association, 
cat specialist Dr. Jean Holzworth flew in 
from Boston’s Angel! Memorial Animal 
hospital to lecture on blood disorders and 
non-virus respiratory diseases in cats. 

One aspect Dr. Holzworth felt im- 
portant for both owners and doctors is 
the correct diagnosing of any illness be- 
fore treatment is given. She warned own- 
ers who believe their cats are suffering 
from hair-balls and give them mineral oil 
that cats can acquire fatal pneumonia 
from inhaling it. 

The doctor estimated that some twenty- 
five percent of the Angell Memorial traf- 
fic is cats. Some have twelve-year charts 
on file there. She discussed the rising 
popularity of cats, and considers that 
cats’ being more easily kept in cities and 
the popularity of cats among famous peo- 
ple are contributing factors. 

The publication, Science——printed, inci- 
dentally, by Carts’ printers, Business 
Press—had an article about experiments, 
done with cats, at the Walter Reed Army 
Institute of Research in Washington. It 
was evidenced that there is physiological 
basis for the elusive condition of “paying

attention”. 

The cellular attention units were found 
in the brain’s main auditory cortical 
areas, the regions concerned with reac- 
tion to sound. Of more than a hundred 
specific locations studied in the auditory 
areas of the brains of seven cats, about 
ten per cent appeared populated by at- 
tention groups of cells, the report said. 

Other cell groups responded to a sound 
stimulus whether the cat was paying 
attention or not and even when the ani- 
mal was asleep. 

One unit would not act on audible 
clicks, tones or noises from a loudspeaker, 
but responded with brisk activity to voices 
or squeaks from a toy mouse. 

In other cases the cells responded only 
when the animal was looking toward the 
sound source. 

Summing up—and this you can prove 
—it simply verifies what we have known 
all along: the click of a refrigerator door 
will awaken your cat who has been sleep- 
ing soundly in the next room; ten min- 
utes later this same animal will be stone 
deaf when you look him in the eye and 
ask him to come over to you. It figures.
